C«  ftaytho  of  the  unlwereity  of 
Nankitx;  in  the  intarnationr.l  Belief  (?oiinf.ttoo'8  survey  published  in  I938 
under  the  title  XILR  ULlVidT.  IN  THE  NidIdIG  AREk,  i  corriod  out  several 
other  inquiries  during  tho  years  I938  to  I941  on  oocnocio  and  general 
conditions  end  on  ncrc<tioe*  usuolly  with  speciol  reference  to  Nanking  { 
or  to  the  occupied  pcrticiis  of  Ehst  Oentral  China.  Several  of  these 
inquiries  were  published  by  the  Nanking  mternatlcnel  Fellef  Oonolttee*  1 
by  the  •Chinese  Rec'^rder,"  by  tho  "Chhie  Christian  Year  Book,"  by  the  \

cose  of  one  report  on  narcotics  which  indicated  that  organization  to  ba 
concerned  with  iiregular  i^rcfits  ftroc  the  trade. 


AS  on  ootive  corber  of  the  International  Safety  zone  Osixilttee, 
living  with  Professor  Lewis  S.  C.  Saythe  Tdio  was  its  Secretary,  I  on 
fcnillar  with  and  confizc  its  reports  ond  lists  of  cases,  as  submitted 
to  the  jmpaneso  autlK)ritio8  in  Nanking  during  Dececher,  1937«  ond  the 
first  months  of  I9381  duplicates  of  which  were  filed  with  the  American  * 
Brbassy  (Natnklng).  Those  reports  ond  lists  of  cases  were  later  printed 
by  professor  Shu-hsl  hsu  under  the  title,  DOCUMENTS  OF  T^  N&NE3NQ  SAFETY 
ZONE,  published  by  Kelly  and  fhlsh.  Ltd,,  in  1939* 


During  the  weeks  of  serious  violence  ond  disorder  by -the  Japanese 
troops  in  Nanking,  from  O^ceeber  I3,  1937»  to  well  into  FabruBry.  193®* 
my  especial  responsibility'  within  the  international  Safety  Zone  woa  the 
supervision  and  otteqptod  protection  of  the  noro  than  30a000  reiVgees 
living  in  the  vorlous  cerpounds  and  buildings  of  tho  Uhlversity  ef  Nanking 
Since  the  Uhlversity  preport ios  were  inorlcon-owned ,  and  were  thoroughly 
□arkod  with  official  ArvjrlQan  ond  Japanese  pros lamat ions,  os  well  as  with 
nuQorous  American  flogs,  ond  olso  because  the  min  Uhlversity  buildings 
kxiedlatcly  adjoined  xho  Japanese  Bibossy  where  resided  the  japoaese 
offlclols  to  whom  wo  foreign  residents  hod  daily  aceaaa,  it  wea  decided 
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In  conferenoo  Qr.oac  tho  rxnbcro  of  tho  Intornational  Shl’cty  zone  Oomittoe 
that  for  c.  tine  i  chould  aupplcnent  the  reporting  done  by  Profossor  an^he 
as  Secretary  of  tho  Oor.'nitteei  Eiedcing  sorcjrto  and  suppleDontal  ropresen- 
tations  cn  behalf  cf  the  unlvorcity  of  Nanking*  Fcr  eoeks  I  prepaiSed  a 
letter  alr.ost  daily,  and  usually  doliverod  it  in  person  to  tho  officers  of 
consular  rrrJc  resident  in  the  Japanese  Bobossy,  discusali^  the  situation 
r.ith  xhem.  In  prosentinc;  a  few  excerpts  frer.  these  letters*  loter  fil^ 
in  uupllci  to  at  tho  Atiorrcan  Babassy*  I  call  attention  to  severol  pointst 

(1)  After  the  japaneao  entered  the  city  cn  the  night  of  Decenber  12-13, 
there  v?bs  no  resistance  ehatever;  end  no  allegation  of  sniping  nos  cade  by 
tho  ^nponose,  save  om  vrguo  case  of  c.  sailor  vx)undod  ten  days  later* 

(2)  The  jnponesc  ^fficero  continually  prenised  that  noosipros  would  be, 
taken  to  restore  orter  ci.»rng  tho  troops,' end  soon  began  to  give  quotations  , 
fron  orders  sent  out  of  Tol^ro  te  that  end*  (3)  The  Japanese  officers  I 
continually  osked  for  lenient  judgeont  on  the  ground  thot  the  nuebers^of 
nllitary  pclico  and  of  gendomes  were  inadequate,  but  would  soon  be 
increased.  At  OQO  tiiie  thej'  declared  there  were  seventeen  of  such  pol) 
at  another  tire,  seventy,  yot  for  weeks  after  the  capture  of  Nanking, 
core  than  50*000  treops  wore  loose  in  tho  city.  (4)  A  few  days  after 
entxy,  cur  coz^laints  secured  fron  tho  Jopaneso  gondamerlo  comnnd  a 
quantity  cf  proolannticns  in  tho  Joponeso  language,  to  be  posted  on  all 
entrances  to  foreign  preporty,  erdering  soldlors  tc  keep  otrt*  Those 
proclarat ions  were  not  norely  disregordod  a  hundred  tinea  n  day,  they 
were  ft:equontly  tem  down  by  scldiers.

(5)  the  seven  weeks 
cf  acute  disorder  we  did  not  see  or  hoor  cf  any  significant  act  of 
discipline,  ruoh  less  of  actual  punisbnent  frr  crinos  comltted  by  soldiers, 
Several  of  ny  foreign  friends, 'who  onlled  tho  ottentlcn  cf  Japanese  officers 
to  viotins.  of  rape  or  woundlog,  fbilo  the  offender  was  still  present,  saw 
tho  officer  require  norely  a  salute  fron  tho  soldier,  vbose  nano  was  not 
taken,  and  whe  was  innediatoly  free  to  go  ctbout  his  business.  For  oonths 
the  troops  wore  no  insignia  by  which  an  individual*  or  eyen  his  unit*  could 
be  identified.  (6)  lu  erbarrassnont  and  exaspemtlon  nt  thoir  inability 

to  do  anything  obout  tho  situotion  which  brought  forth  doily  protests  and 
oct?)laints,  the  officers  cf  the  Japanese  Bihossy  frequently  sought  to 
defer  the  issue  by  cskiufj  no  for  up-to-date  and  specific  Infomntion, 
clolning  that  irprevenont  wos  octually  in  progress*  This  eocploins  the 
ranner  cmd  tone  of  certain  letters  presented  by  no  to  then. 


For  oxar^lo*  cn  Decorber  16*  lS!37i  T  presented  two  letters,  reporting 
for  the  two  previous  days  nony  cases  of  looting,  sna/shing  doors,  tearing 
down  Anerlcan  flags  end  Anerlcan  R.bassy  proclonations  -  which  proclanations 
were  in  Japanese  loi^gucge  os  well  as  in  Biglish  ond,in  Chinese  -  the  ob- 
duotion  of  wenen,  and  rape  on  the  university  prenlsps  inoludiig  thirty 
''vx>nen  in  one  university  building  on  tho  night  of  Dopenber  15th. 
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on  Deconbor  17  I  TTotoj  •Tho  reign  of  terror  and  brutality  continues 
in  the  plain  vion  of  your  buildings  and  acong  your  own  neighbors «■  I 
reported  various  specific  coses  of  rope  and  of  forcible  entry •  including 
Aoerican  rcsidoncco  occupied  by  ^jericans*  This  letter  concluded  os  fol¬ 
lows:  •T/e  respectfully  ask  you  tc  oor.pore  these  cctSi  rt;lch  a:e  smll 
secples  cf  what  is  happening  to  large  ntir;hcrs  cf  residents  cf  Nanking# 
with  your  Govornrient's  official  stotononts  of  its  00000111  for  the  welfare 
of  the  people  of  Chinai  likewise  of  its  protection  of  foreign  property." 

On  Decoder  18#  i  reported  in  those  wards,  ■ijB.sory  and  terror  con¬ 
tinue  evorywharo  bocoueo  of  tho  rape,  violence  and  rchbory  of  the  soldiers 
Tho  previous  night  la  tho  buildings  of  the  university  MLd<fle  School,  eight 
wonen  mire'  raped,  a  frightened  child  was  killed  by  a  bayonet  stroke  and 
another  child  was  roui^iod.  The  American  flog  vias  scornfully  tom  down  by 
soldiers,  «solfiierG  ollxib  over  tho  walla  nrny  tines  doy  .ind  night.  Many 
peraons  could  not  sleep  for  three  days,  end  there  is  hystorlcol  foor.  If 
this  fear  and  dos;iair  roeult  in  leslntanco  ogr.inst  tho  ottack  6f  soldiers 
upon  Tcnoa#  there  will  bo  disastrous  slaughter  f^r  which  your  authorities 
will  be  responsible. ■  i  detailed  oases  of  rape  in  flvo  ether  buildings 
of  tho  univorsity.  Tliere  wore  no  guards  provided  for  the  TTnivereity 
build^jsgs,  despite  preniaea  that  they  would  be  provided.  "It  is  being 
said  oh  ovory  stroot  with  tears  and  distress  that  whore  the  Japanese 
Amy  is,  no  person  and  nc  house  can  bo  safe."  i  plor.dod  with  the  Babasey 
officers  to  visit  with  lac  •cone  of  tho  places  whore  this  terror  and  suf¬ 
fering  continue,  sc  close  tc.  your  walls." 


Ctt  the  afteraocn  cf  Docenber  21,  I  replied  tc  a  r^uest  of  the 
Babasey  cfficers  node  that  ncming,  by  submitting  the  following  facts: 

Many  persens  wore  being  seized  and  taken  away  from  the  university  for 
forced  labor,  "Uhile  i  was  with  you  in  tho  Babaosy  toony,  cy  own  house, 
was  looted  for  the  fourth  tine.  Seven  other  university  houses  have  been 
looted  today,,  end  cony  havo  been  entered  several  tinos^*  "Fires  syoten- 
atically  laid  by  large  bodies  cf  scldiers  working  xmdef  tho  direction  of 
officers,  are  renderiiv;  thousands  of  people  hcraeloss  apd  without  hope  of 
return  to  notEXil  werk."  •!  have  seen  cs'self  five  coses  cf  soldiers  toking 
this  afternoon  food  and  bedding  from  poor  people,  usuz^Vy  roguiring  the 
people  to  go  with  the  loot  as  oarrlars."  i  reported  ^rorious  specific  cocos 
of  rape  end  robbery,  including  the  theft  of  rieshas  fxjoi;:  the  poor  pullcre. 
Iho  Anarican  flog  had  for  tho  second  tine  boon  tom  doam  free  tho  American’ 
school,  and  was  trampled  by  soldiers,  vdio  threatened  kill  any  person  \  \ 
that  should  put  it  up  again.  "Two  mociaers  of  tho  intcf national  (l>ixiittee\  ' 
who  hove  driven  seveonal  miles  in  a  oc.r  hove  not  yet  Bojsn  a  gendonae."  \ 
This  letter  closed  in  thoso  Trrds;  "if  tho  generals  in^jcnd  to  destroy  tho  \ 
people's  homes  and  take  ewoy  thejr  lest  food  ond  cloth-lng,  it  is  better  \ 
to  saj  so  honostly  then  to  deceive  then  and  us  with  fb^se  hopes  of  order."  * 

Tho  rtoxt  dey  i  complained  ego  in  of  tho  forcible  rjenovnl  of  non  from 
the  university  for  labor,  of  the  soldiers'  diaregord  0*^  gendarmerie  notices 
of  the  entire  absence  of  gendrmos  from  the  streets .  ^"gystemutlc  looting  j 
with  tho  use  of  truc!3,  followed  by  bui*ning,  continue^  close  at  hand."  ^ 
Spec if io' cases  of  robbery,  rape,  end  other  violence  wfro  detailed.  |

pn  Docodber  27»  I  reported  osain  in  writings  "Heginning  nore  thiui  a 
week  ago,  wo  wore  proulojd  by  you  that  within  a  few  days  order  would  bo 
restored  by  icplaccnont  cf  troops,  ros’oqption  cf  regular  discipline,  in¬ 
crease  of  military  pollcoi  and  so  forth.  Yet  shemeful  disorder  continues, 
and  wo  see  no  serious  efforts  to  stop  it."  Then  followed  detailed  cases 
of  seizure,  of  rape,  cf  tho  cutting  down  and  taking  away  of  the  AnerlcCn 
flag,  "llio  life  of  'h*  \rii'.le  people  is  filled  with  suffering  and  focr, 
all  caused  by'scldiors.  your  officers  have  pronisod  then  protection,  but 
the  soldiers  eveopy  day  injure  htmdrods  cf  persens  noot  seriously."'

It  was  the  early  days  of  Tobruary,  I938,  before  sono  reasonable 
neasure  of  discipline  wr.s  lnau4;uratod .  on  February  22,  I  mdo  to  the 
Anorican  BabaSsy  a  surcary  report  cf  Japanese  depredations  on  the  properties 
of  the  university  of  Nanking  within  the  city.  They  included  1720  recorded 
cases  of  forcible  entry,  usually  by  groups  of  amod  soldiers ;  the  recovol ' 
of  647  non  for  ccqpulsory  labor;  the  raping  of  290  wonen;  nore  than  sixty 
cases  of  norder,  wounding,  and  other  violence;  seven  instances  of  teari^  * 
down  the.  Anorican  flag.  This  report  did  not  include  Ifho  renoval  .of  over 
400  non  daring  registration  of  refugees  on  the  greundi^  of  the  university:, 
under  the  accusation  that  they  hod  fbmorly  boon  soldi, ers  in  the  Chinese' 
Amy;  nor  did  it  include  the  recrultnent  of  nr.le  and  ^onalo  laborers  under 
conditions  of  pcrtiol  corpulsion.  undoubtedly  the  actual  cases  of  rapelond 
other  violence  woro  nore  nunorous  thon  those  reported,^  for  reticonoe  ona 
fear  of  retribution  for  reporting  wore  very  narked.  ,  .  I 

neferenoe  has  boon  node  to  the  recovol  of  nale  re^fugees  accused  of  v 
having  been  soldiers.  The  outstanding  instance  in  thq  experience  of  the  \ 
X^iversity  of  Nanking,  which  was  paralleled  in  grooteif  or  leaser  degree  /  ^ 
at  other' points  where  registration  of  refugees' was  al^o  qorried  on,  occurred 
on  Decenber  20.  Dopoatodly  oddroseing  seno  2,000  nalq  refugees,  Japanese 
officers,  aided  by  Chinese  required  to  speak  on  behalf  ot  the  officers, 
urged'  crkl  inducod'nore  than  two  hundred  of  tho  non  to  'adnit  that  .they  had 
been  Chinese  soldiers  or  nilitary  carriers,  ond  to  sce\^  itnunity  and 
security  by  volunteering  for  labor  with  tho  Jopanese  fjproeo.  m  jonny  cases

AS  oarly  as  January  1C*  i  wrote  to  frlonds  and  relatives  in  Anerlca 
a  nessago  tuKon  out  of  Nnnkliv3  by  the  U«S*  1^'vy  sulvugo  tug  which  cane 
up  tho  Yangtze  Civei’  to  work  on  tho  U.S.S,  panay,.  Thet  r.es'sagc  reported 
organized  oad  oxSan^jive  looting  and  burning*  covering  all  ports  of  the, 
city  but  dspdoiolly  iue  ucrsaeruial  sections,  j  had  soen  in  use*  and  had 
secured  saiples*  of  chenicnl  strips  used  by  Incendlory  squads*  end  hed  ‘ 
neon  fleets  of  orny  trucks  working  under  the  direction  of  officers  to  ; 
reoovo  doceetio  and  conouners»  goods  as  loot,  piucbically  every  buildi^ 
in  tho  City  was  robbed  reportedly  by  soldiers*  including 'the  Anerican*  i 
British*  Olid  Oornon  3:.basslos  or  /kcbossodors*  residences*  and  u  h  h  > 
percentage;  of  all  foreign  property.

m  the  ocurso  cf  work  fer  the  Nanking  Inturnaticnal  Belief  Osnaitteo 
during  1938,  xriy  attention  was  drawn  to  a  suddenly  inci^eaolng  factor  in  the 
problen  df  'general  poverty  -  the  turning  of  cany  rofug,e6S  and  other  poor 


persons  to  narootios.  cplum  and  heroin  were  beli«  distributed  at  very  low 
prices  by  peddlers  offering  them  as  remedies  for  the  pains  of  hunger,  disease 
and  weakness:  tif  you  use  this,  your  stomach  son't  hurt  you.*  'If  you  take 
a  little  of  the  white  flour,  your  legs  won't  drag,  and  you'll  feel  as  if 
you  could  jump  over  mountains.* 

I  was  encouraged  by  a  high-minded  Japanese  visitor,  Mr.  TAQAWA  DAIKI- 
CHIBO,  mcnber  of  the  Diet,  to  seek  adequate  information  which  he  might  use 
in  a  committee  of  peers  and  Rtpresentetives  that  had  atteng)ted  for  some 
years,  with  small  results,  to  check  the  military  patronage  of  the  norcotio 
evil  in  Eprea  and  Manchuria. 

m  November,  1^8,  i  ooiiq>leted  my  investigation  and  report  on  narcotics 
in  N&nkii^  ond  adjacent  areas,  sent  a  copy  to  the  Japonese  Cbnsul-Qeneral 
in  Nankii«,.,ond  published  the  report  one  week  Inter.  In  November  of  the 
following  year,  amid  coa^iidorable  development  of  the  pid)lio  trade,  I  pre¬ 
pared  end  iTublished  a  similcT  report,  also  submitted  to  the  Japanese 
authorities  in  advance  of  ptd>llcotion.  Durii^  1940,  I  was  osked  by  the 
editor  of  the  CSIINA  CHHT&TIAN  YIAR  BOOK  to  prepare  an  article  on  the  . 
narcotic  problem  in  CSiina.  J  therefore  broadened  tho  field  of  inquiry, 
and  secured  information  Arcm  cojqpetent  observers  and  Investigatora  in  four¬ 
teen  pTOvincos. 

The  only  Japanese  challenge  to  those  reports  came  in  1939  upon  tho 
singlo  specific  point  of  a  statement  secured  from  puppet  officials  thpt  the 
Geudarmerie  and  the  Spoclal  Service  Section  of  the  Amy  drow  irregular 
profits  from  opium  and  horoin.

They  neither  offered  nor  asked  for  ony  correction 
as  to  ony  item  of  foot. 

Opium  is  cn  old  ond  groat  evil  in  China.  It  is  not  yet  known  why 
tho  generally  diligent  end  thrifty  Chinese  people  ore  more  inclined  than 
any  other  important  group  in  the  entlx’o  world  to  fell  into  this  wasting  ' 
habit.  Ihe  potential  demond  is  enormous,  offering  oxpandii^  profit  to 
interests  so  unscrupulous  as  to  exploit  tho  dongorous  craving.  In  thp 
past  hundred  years  vcrioxis  private  and  official  elements,  Qiineso  and 
foreign*  have  supplied,  and  at  tiroes  developed,  the  norcotio  trade,  eon- 
tendi%  with  irregular  success  against  efforts  at  reform  ond  restraint.

in  Biot  and  central  China  ond  even  in  portions  of  the  backward  lest.  Nat 
only  were  supplies  out  down  end  dealers  prosecuted,  but  individiml  oddicts ' 
by  tens  of  thousonds  were  forced  into  registered  and  supervised  deprivation

you  could  Juiq>  over  mountains 


I  was  encouraged  by  a  high-minded  Japanese  visitor,  Mr.  TAQAWA  DilKI- 
CHIRO,  mcnber  of  the  Diet,  to  seek  adequate  information  which  he  might  use 
in  a  committee  of  peors  and  R>presentotives  that  had  attenq^ted  for  somo 
years,  with  small  results,  to  check  the  military  patronage  of  the  narcotic 
evil  in  Koree  and  fTanchuria. 


in  Novoubor,  193^*  I  conflated  my  investigation  and  report  on  ziareotics 
in  Nankl%  and  adjacent  aroas,  sent  a  copy  to  the  Japanese  Oonsul-Qeneral 
in  Nankii^,  .and  published  the  report  one  week  later,  in  Ncvenber  of  the 
following  year,  amid  considorable  development  of  the  public  trade,  I  pre¬ 
pared  and  ifublished  a  simllrT  report,  also  submitted  to  the  Japanese 
authorities  in  advance  of  publication.  Durix^  1940,  I  was  asked  by  the 
editor  of  the  CHINi  CURT&TIAN  YE4R  BOOK  to  prepore  an  article  on  the  . 
narcotic  pzx;blem  in  China.  i  therefore  broadened  the  field  of  inquiry, 
and  secured  information  Arcm  competent  observers  and  investigators  in  four¬ 
teen  pTOVincos. 


Tho  only  Japanese  challenge  to  those  reports  came  in  1939  upon  the 
slnglo  specific  point  of  a  statement  secured  from  puppet  officials  thpt  the 
(Gendarmerie  and  the  fecial  Serrvico  Section  of  the  Jtxray  drow  irregular 
profits  from  opium  and  heroin.

Opium  is  an  old  end  groat  evil  in  Oiino.  It  is  not  yet  known  why 
tho  generally  diligent  and  thrifty  Chinese  people  ore  more  inclined  tbon 
any  other  iiqportant  group  in  tho  entire  world  to  fall  into  this  wasting  ' 
habit.

In  thp 
past  hundred  years  various  private  onO  official  elements,  Chinese  and 
foreign,  have  supplied,  and  at  times  developed,  the  narcotic  trode,  con¬ 
tend  ii^  with  irregular  success  ogr'.inst  efforts  at  reform  and  restraint.

m  the  seventeen  ycorc  i  hod  lived  in  linking  prior  to  1937*  I  had 
not  come  to  rocosniet*  the  appoaronce  or  saell  of  opiun,  thouch  before  1930 
I  had  seen  indications  of  clandoetinc  trade  on  Yangtze  River  steacers.  ih 
ny  1938  report  i  ur.'te  c.s  fclloBO:  ^The  present  generation  has  not  known 
large  supply  and  conrunpticn  cf  opium  in  linking,  nor  open  sole  in  o  way 
to  attract  the  p<'cr  raid  ignorant,  opiun  was  used  in  a  privote  end  semi- 
private  manner  by  cej'tnin  T.;ec]i>crs  of  official  and  merchant  groups,  usually 
of  the  older  typo.  r.i?d  by  few  ethers,  particularly  during  the  last  five  years 
hos  the  r.so  cf  opiun  been  slight,  due  to  fairly  consistent  ond  cumulative 
government  pressure  ogoinst  the  trade,  plus  the  result  cf  educational  effort 
during  the  past  thirty  years,*  "But  the  changes  of  the  year  1938  have 
brought  on  evil  revolution.  Today  opium  ond  heroin  are  abundantly  supplied 
by  the  public  authorities,  or  by  those  who  enjoy  their  favor  and  protection. 
Tens  of  thOusonds  of  persons  hove  become  oddicts,  Inclikling  children  and  ' 
numeroiis  young  people  of  both  sexes.* 

Despite  the  gross  open  results  end  the  notorious  noture  of  the  narcotic 
trade*  however,  it  is  never  easy  to  secure  outhorized  stotistios  or  pre¬ 
cise  quontitativo  data.  The  high  value  of  goods  in  amoll  bulk  easily  con¬ 
cealed.  the  possibilities  of  privote  gain  through  adulteration  and  through 
aaleo  outside  oven  the  nest  thoroughly  organized  distributing  system.,  the 
general  ill-rei'uto  of  all  Tdio  deal  in  narcotics,  are  factors  that  consist¬ 
ently  vnrk  for  roticonco.  m  tho  case  of  large  revenues  or  profits,  such 
as  the  puppet  governments  and  their  japr.neae  sponsors  drew  from  narcotics 
in  Nanking  and  control  China,  thoro  were  no  occpleto  or  honest  statements' 
of  public  finonoo;  least  of  all  were  there  true  open  statements  regarding 
income,  from  narcotics.  Thus  perooncl  inquiry’  and  loqal  observation  wore 
required. 

AS  set  forth  in  tho  reports  referred  to,  i  mysolj^*  ond  relioblo 
friends  under  my  dirocticn,  quietly  end  toctfully  insj^ooted  many  opiun  ond 
heroin  establishments;  secured  copies  of  official  regjulr.ticns  ond  of 
license  fon.'a:  interviewed  dealers  end  addicts  on  various  levels;  tolked 
with  the  chief  puppet  police  officer  concerned  with  ^narcotics;  colloctod 
reports  of  arrests  and  court  cases;  examined  the  books  of  on  inspector  cf 
175  '^pium  dens;  secured  a  statement  ITom  the  ci:9lo;yee  who  out  into  portions 
the  3,000  ounces  of  opium  distributed  daily  in  th/b  open,  public  system  in 
Nanking  city  diuring  1939;  secured  a  minoegrophed^  budget,  sheet  used  in  the  . 
puppet  Ministry  of  Finance;  obtained  private  statements  from  puppet  .officials 
concerned  with  finance  in  both  the  municipal  oi^d  regj.cnal  puppet  governments. 
Di  1940  comparable  Inquiries  wore  made  for  no  l|y  responsible  iuaerican 
friends' in  many  cities,  such  os  Bishop  A*  A*  Gilman  in  Hinkow,  Professor 
R*  T*  Sailer  in  Folplng,  Dr*  R.  Thompson  in  Ghntcn^  ^e  following  notoriol 
is  taken 'from  the  reports  cf  1938*  1939*  end  1^40*.  ps  presented  to.  the 
Japanese  oithoritles  and  os  published  in  shanghol  ror  firoulotion  in 
teiTitcries  under  their  control. 
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m  1993  the  regulations  of  the  Nanking  official  syston  provided  for 
200  retail  stoix.8  anl  siaok5rg  dens,  the’ forcer  taxed  at' the  noan  rate  of 
$2*840  per  g.uarter  and  the  latter  oc  $50*  $100*  and  $130*  for  three*  six* 
end  nine  loqps*  respectively.  Single  locips  in  hones  wore  to  be  registered 
with  o  Qoen  tax  of  thx'cs  dollors  laonthly*  A  certificate  for  the  daily  \i8e 
of  one-tenth  of  an  ounce  of  oplun  txis  issued  for  o  fee  of  $2*20*  over  and 
oboTo  the  cost  of  the  dnig  itself.  Speoiol  licenses  were  availoble  for 
hotels  and  also  for  brotherls;  an?,  seven-day  pri'vcto  licensee  for  narrieges* 
funerals*  and  social  cntoi*tainir.|«  m  Novenbor*  1993*  doily  soles  of  oplm 
wore  supp'd'SeEi  to  bo  liritod  to  6*000  ounces*  but.ncre  then  thot  wos  releosed 
because  cf  th^-denerd  by  buyers  fren  the  su.rrounding  country*  Six  thousand 
ounces,  at  $11  uhclasale  zxtprosonted  $2*000*000  per  conth*  The  bulk  of 
supplies  cone  fixe  pa  iron.  Heroin  trofflc  hod  developed  loss  pii>lioly* 
but  in  o  well  oroanizod  system  under  the  protection  of  the  Special  Service 
Section  of  the  Japanese  Aray,  An  agent  of  considerable  standing  in  the 
system  stated  that  tho  £peoiol  Service  Section  reported  monthly  soles  above 
$3*000*000  in  the  oreo  of  which  Nanking  is  a  center*  Although  police 
reports  were  very  nuch  higher*  i  censorvativoly  estimated  the  us.ers  of 
heroin  in  Nhnklng  city  to  bo  50*000  persons*  one-eighth  of  the  popiilation. 

m  1939  the  i^nkli^  Municipality  had  thirty  public  stores  and  one 
bundrod  Seventy-five  licensed  smoking  dens*  fourteen  hotels  were  known 
to  hove  licenses*  ond  there  was  0  very  largo  extra-legal  trade  which 
officiolS  vainly  tried  to  bring  into  their  own  channels*  Drily  soles 
thrrugh  the  thirty  public  stores  averoged  3*000  ounces  or  $66*000  retail*

lUly  of  that  year*  the  opium  expert  cf  the  Japanese,  Foreign  Office*  U:. 

Ihgu*  Just  returned  f^om  an  inspection  trip  to  China*  informed  me  in  his 
To]qco  office  that  the  generals  told  him  little  imphoveDsnt  could  be  . 
expected  until  the  war  was  over*  because  "no  otherj  good  source  of  revenue 
for  the  temporary  governments  could  be  found.*  An  official  of  the  Reformed 
Govemmont  declared  that  the  wholesale  price  of  nineteen  dollars  covered 
eight  dollars  for  opium  from  Dairen*  two  dollars  to,  other  Jai>anese  interests 
for  transportation*  tho  atox*  of  three  dollars  and  nine  dollars  margin  tron 
which  the  Gendamorio  ond  tho  Special  Service  Section  drew*  The  heroin 
sales  continued  in  a  semi-private  organization*  cpnsisting  of  some  2*400. 
ped’sens*  Supplied  and  protected  by  Japanese.  , 
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Ui-1940  the  centrr>l  trensaiy  of  the  puppet  rogin6  of  ^ng  Chlng-weli 
auofiosscr  to  the  Rei-ornea  Go’iercaert  in  Central  Qiinai  was  recoiTing  five 
to  six  million  dollars  miithly  fi-ou  the  "tax*  on  opion  distribution  in  the 
Ipwer  Yhngtzo  Valley  alone.  Paii  itjg  nad  6oo  opium  establishments.  Heroin 
was  reported  to  bo  ovon  isnro  or’ir'.only  used  then  opium i  as  was  olsr  the  case 
in  Hanloow.  The  latter  city  had  340  dons  and  120  hotels  officially  using 
oplun»  iliich  \xis  supplier!  rt  tho  dally  rate  of  4t000  ounces  for  a  populotlon 
of  500*000,  Llctnstd  snolcero  n>jnborod  5*000*  while  those  unlicensed  were 
estimted  at  5Pi000>  The  contrast  with  the  pre-war  sltuotion  of  severe 
suppression  was  pitiable. 

Ih  tho  sinaller  cition  in  occupied  portions  of  Shansi  and  Shantung 
there  were  large  increases  in  siAles  and  addiction*  and  locol  plonting.of 
the  poppy  with  official  stimulation  ond  proteoticn.  Knlfeng  hod  170 
opium  stores  ond  more  than  200  smoking  dons  fer  40*000  known  SDckors  in 
Or/  ^0*000  population  (only  700  snokors  were  registered),  Kjr  investigation 
in  1940  showed  that  in  Edifeng  Kcroons  conducted  the  heroin  business  with 
government  sanction  in  about  200  shops  classed  os  'foreign  ooncorns'; 
that  opium  was  grown  ocnsidarably  in  North  Hr^nan*  and  aorcss  tho  border 
in  Hopol.  wuhut  a  city  of  hardly  150*000  people*  hod  30  rogulor  opium 
stores*  nearly  600  public  end  private  smoking  dons*  and  obout  100  places 
selling  heroin,  m  canton  proper*  which  then  had  semo  500*000  pcpulation* 
there  were  852  registered  dens*  to  which  should  bo  oddod  seme  300  unrcgls- 
torod  pieces. 

There  was  in  occupied  China  in  1940  open  sole  by  government  shops 
or  licensed  dealers*  supplcmonted  by  aggressive  peddling  cf  heroin,  m 
certain  oroas*  attractive  advert ising  wos  used  to  oxtond  the  use  of  nor- 
octlos*  The  supplies  of  opium  wero  provided  mainly  from  Manchoukuo}  though 
in  1939  there  was  a  oonsidorablo  amount  secured  through  jeponeso  deals  with 
Iran,  ipeal  produoilon  wan  incroasod.  Hoi*oin  was  distributed  largely 
fre-n  factories  in  D  iren  aiid  Tientsin.  Nr  real  efforts  at  suppression 
attempts  to  force  tfio  largo  private  trade  into  tho  public*  revenue -producing 
system,  cf  distribution. 

from,  the  spring  of  1938  until  my  departure  ITon  Nanking  in  Nay*  1941* 
tho  Nanking  nxiternational  Itelief  Oarxiitteo  repeatedly  asked  me  to  secure 
dojondable  infoimticn  cs  X'  the  actual  livin;  conditions  and  living 
problenc  of  the  population.  First  I  assisted  Dr.  Lewis  S.  C.  3aythe* 
profossc-r  of  sociology  in  tho  Dniversity  of  Nanking*  to  ccrqjleto  a  survey 
of  their  lossoB  in  the  months  Docetibor*  1937*  to  March,  1938;  and  the 
oirouzostanccs  of  food*  employment*  and  housing*  in  Nanking  and  adjacent 
dietricts.  During  tho  months  of  that  investigation  I  discovered  tho 
following  facts:  • 

looses  ftrem.  military  eporatiens  were  less  than  twe-  per  cent  cf  tho 
total  losses.'  practically  all  of  tho  burning  within  the  city  walls,  and 
much  cf  that  in  rural  ai'oas*  was  done  by  tho  jrponesc  forces*  very  gradually. 
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Within  the  Nanking  nails*  practloally  no  buildings  uere  burned  prior  to 
Deoeober  19t  ona  week  following  the  Japanese  entry.  At  no  tine  nas  thoro 
a  gonoral  conflagration;  but  each  day  throughout  six  weeks,  beginning 
fron  Decenber  19.  certain  groups  or  blocks  of  buildings  wore  ignited. 

Most  of  the  looting  in  the  entire  area  and  aloost  all  of  the  looting  in 
Nanklx^g  and  pmotlcally  oil  of  the  ylolenoe  against  olTilians.  was  also 
done  by  tho  Japanese  forces.  I  clearly  stated  those  foots  in  writing  to 
tho  Japanese  ODnsul-Gonctxli  who  thrnked  nc  fer  ny  report  and  node  no 
unfavorable  oorrAcnt  i^'on  it  at  any  tine. 

Ih  tho  oourso  of  thoso  sane  invest igat  ions  I  also  cone  to  know 
that  the  looting  ond  firo  losses  ooused  in  tho  way  Just  stoted<  oonprlsed 
just  over  O40t000.000  in  Cliinose  curronoy  for  tho  fhnilios  residing  within 
tho  walls,  tone  221.000  poroens.  Tho  loss  in  buildings  and  contonto  for 
tho  entire  city,  which  housed  Just  over  1.000.000  people  at  the  outbreak 
of  tho  war.  vns  $246.000;000  in  Chinese  currency,  or  $1,262  per  fanily 
of  tho  pre-war  pcpulatioa.  Anoiig  the  fam  populotlon  residing  in  1938  in 
tho  four  and  one-half  counties  (hslon)  adjacent  to  Nanking,  one  resident 
in  every  seven  farn  far.;ilJ.oe  was  killed.  Forty  per  cent  of  all  ftm 
buildings  wore  burned,  .vnm  losses,  doccstio  property,  excluded,  wore 
$41,000,000.  or  $220  per  fonily.  (in  1937-1938  the  oxohongo  value  of  tho 
Chinese  dollar  was  thiii;y  cents  in  American  ouirency.  and  its  purchasing 
power  was  obout  one  dollar  in  Anericon  currency.) 


in  further  investigations  cade  for  tho  mtornotlonol  R)liof  Oomittoo 
during  1938  end  lS39t  I  found  thrt  other  serious  handicaps,  ever  and  above 
doetructicn  of  personal  and  productive  property,  affected  the  life  of 
irijortant  parts  of  the  population.  During  1938  and  tho  first  nonths  of 
193  9t  any  Japanese  norohant  who  oono  to  Nankijig  was  offered  both  o 
ooi'jxrolal  and  a  residential  property,  which  wore  taken  Aron  Chinoso  owners 
by  tho  Special  Service  organ  of  tho  yjxy.  or  by  the  Ge.ndcmorio.  often  no 
ooesponeation  whatever  was  ollowed;  but  in  rthors  n  oriitro.at  waa  drawn  up  , 
and  filed  in  jopanoso  offices,  though  poynents  woro  often  withhold  and  tho 
Chinese  owner  had  no  recourse,  when  n  Chinese  suocecd,od  in  rbbuilditv!  bodo 
little  business,  ho  frequently  me  required  to  aooopt  .a  Japanese. partner 
who  provided  no  capital  and  who  did  nc  thing  for  the  business  oxeqpt  to 
secure  needed  portiits  or  protection  fTon  tho  Special  ^rvico  or  ^ho  Oen- 
domorio*  Moreover,  banking,  transportation,  wholo8c],o  doolings.in  rice, 
cotton,  yarn,  building  natcriols,  oloctrioal  goods,  u^ols,  were  nsde 
oonopolios  either  by  direct  oct  or  tho  use  of  liconsiqg  controls,  (^q- 
duQlly  cortoin  chinoso  who  were  co-oporatii^  with  tho  .niny  or  othcr^ih incse 
ossistonts  of  Japanese  orgems  and  firios  were  ollowed  f.rootional  partlioipa- 
tion  in  these  enterprises.

Furthcomoro*  j  learned  in  the  courso  of  ry  investigation©  that  when 
a  (Jiinese  businos©  wo©  rodovoloped  after  the  general  oxporlcnoo  of  burning* 
looting  and  confiscation  of  cornercial  site©*  it  wc.©  continually  throatoned 
ond  honporod  by  the  anoclol  Service  Section  until  it  accepted  o  Japanese 
partner*  whe  then  provided  the  ovor-nocosscry  pexmlt©  and  a  nonouro  of 
security  in  occhcigo  for  o  first  olain  on  return©  ond  a  nanngorial  voice 
that  could  ©uixnn  aid  fron  tho  nllitary  at  will*  * 


These  fact©  wore  notorious*  I  clearly  stated  then  in  writing  to  tho 
japoncso  Oonsul-Ocnorol *  nnd  thon  published  then*  without  objection  or 
restraint  by  tho  joponoso  authorities.
